Navy Retirements Eased 
Under New Updike Law 


Secretary Wilbur has directed that the 
12 naval officers retired on June 30 under 
the terms of the Updike Law shall remain 
on active duty until not later than June 30, 
1927.

Starting back in 1915, prier to his grad- 
uation at Yale, he began his war services 
driving an ambulance in France, the fol- 
lewing summer going in for aviation by 
organizing at his home the “First Yale 
Unit’ and just before war was declared 
ir 1917 he quit college and entered the 
active service. .The following summer he 
wis seriously injured in an airplane crash 
which put a stop to his active service but 
fxiled to check his interest in aviation 
and the national defenses which he has 
manifested repeatedly. 

Politically Mr. Davison during the past 
five years has made himself a figure in 
New York State. Elected to the Assembly 
in the fall of 1921 when former assistant 
secretary Theodore Roosevelt, Jr.. quit his 
seat to come to the Navy, he has served 
with distinction and particularly as chair- 
mun of the important committee on taxa- 
tion and retrenchment has made an envia- 
ble reputation ; 

Earned Commendations. 

Nationally Mr. Davison is best known 
through his connection with the National 
Crime Commission, the creation of which 
he fostered and of which he is chairman 
of the executive committee: Through his 
association with the committee and the 
commission itself, he has been working 
intimately with some of the most promi- 
nent men in American life such as Charles 
Evans Hughes, former Governor Lowden, 
former Governor Hadley, Newton D. 
Biker, and others equally well know. The 
executive ability shown in the formation 
of the commission and in helping create 
and carry out the program’ which has 
reached the stage of concrete performance, 
he has earned the expressed commenda- 
tion of his illustrious co-workers.

Mr. Davison was bern in New York 
City on February 7, 1896.

Salvaged S.51 sia Port 
Ready to Yield Dead 


Marking the successful conclusion of 
one of . the. great engineering achieve- 
ments of the American Navy, the battered 
hull of the submarine 8-51, raised from the 
depths of the ocean off Block Island since 
last September when she was struck and 
the steamer City of Rome

July 8 when she was placed safely in dry- 
dock in the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

An epic of sea was written by the heroic 
workers who brought her.up and ne- 
gotiated safely, save for a minor mishap 
when she grounded as she neared her 
destination, the perilous passage from the 
scene of the disaster to the yard 150 miles 
away. 

Immediately after her safe arrival, work 
of clearing away the debris and pumping 
out the water*was begun. As the great 
hulk was lifted up by derricks the full ex- 
tent of the damage done was revealed for 
the first time. A great hole showed just 
abaft the conning tower where the prow 
of the steamer had pierced her plates. 
The bow was badly damaged, evidently 
when in taking her last dive the subma- 
rine crashed against the ocean bed and 
her hull loomed red through the clinging 
seaweed and moss. 

On receipt of a telegram from Rear Ad- 
miral Charles Plunkett. commandant of 
the Third Naval District, Secretary Wil- 
bur sent the following message of com- 
mendation: 

“The Secretary desires to express his 
commendation of the most excellent work 
on the part of the personnel engaged in 
the task of salvaging the United States 
Ship S-51. This work has been carried out 
with great skill -and all possible dispatch 
notwithstanding its arduous and danger- 
ous character. The great difficulties over- 
come and perils encountered in raising the 
ship from a depth of one hundred and 
thirty-two feet in the open sea and often 
under severe weather conditions reflect 
great credit on the judgment, initiative 
and stamina of the officers and men of 
the force engaged in this work. The un- 
daunted persistence and unparalleled en- 
durance of the divers merit very great 
praise.” i

Dalton ‘Weta Head 
Of Emergency Fleet 


The United States Shipping Board has 
appointed Brig. Gen. Albert C. Dalton, Q. 
M. C., Assistant to the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, as president of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation. 

General Dalton’s appointment followed 
the refusal of Capt. Elmer E. Crowley to 
resign the presidency and the acceptance 
by the bourd of a resignation presented 
by him at the time he assumed office. 

The manner in which General Dalton 
was selected demonstrates that it was his 
commanding ability which brought him 
the offer of the place. The board has 
been considering for some time the outsing 
of Capt. Crowley. It obtained a long list 
of possibilities Investigations eliminated 
man after man, and finally it was found 
that the Quartermaster was the only one 
who could meet the acid test. Then the 
tender was made to him. 

General Dalton, as the board has found, 
is thoroughly equipped for the onerous 
duties which he has assumed. He has a 
distinguished army record, beginning with 
his enlistment as a private in the 22d In- 
fantry and working up through the grades 
of corporal and sergeant to Ist lieutenant 
and captain. He entered the Quarter- 
master branch of the Service in 1906 for 
four years and received a permanent de- 
tail in 1913. 

General Dalto nparticipated in the cam- 
paigns against the Sioux Indians, was in 
the Santiago campaign during the Spanish 


in the Philippine insurrection. He was 
recommended for « brevet for distinguished 
gallantry in action at Malinta, Luzon. 
During the World War, he served as ex- 
peditionary quartermaster in charge of 
the overseas depot at Philadelphia, as 
general superintendent of the Army Trans- 
port Service, and in command of the 18th 
Infantry Brigade of the 9th Division. He 
was awarded the D. 8S. M., the citation 
reading as follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services as General Superin- 
tendent, Army Transport and Quarter- 
master, Port of Embarkation, Hoboken, 
N. J., from. Nov. 1, 1917, to Nov. 5, 1918. 
Colonel Dalton displayed marked ability 
as an organizer and administrator, having 
under his supervision thousands of em- 
ployes and subordinates.- By his. energy, 
capacity and ability to get results,. he

60 Army Air Officers 
Eligible for High Post | 


Approximately sixty officers will here- 
after be eligible for appointment as chief 
and assistants of the Air Coprs. Under 
the provisions of section 7 of the Army 
Air Service Bill, this is disclosed in a 
statement made by Congressman James, 
The National Détense Act prescribes that 
eniefs of branches shall be appointed trom 
smeng officers of the grade of colonel and 
from among those who have demonstrated 
by actual and extensive service in the 
branch or on similar duty that they are 
qualified for the appointment. 

In order that the President may have 
a greater number of officers to select from 
the provision of the Air Service Act 
closely follows the wording of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, except, that it provides 
for the selection of a chief from officers 
of any grade who have had not less than 
fifteen yeurs’ service. The Chief of the 
Air Corps must also be a flving officer, it 
being the opinion of Congress that hav- 
ing an actual flyer at the head of the 
branch will go far toward strengthening 
the morale of the Corps. Whether the 
selection of new officers for the Air Corps 
will be made by seniority or by service 
record is not known.

GENERAL STAFF ATTENTION 
Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: , 

In July, 1917, I took examinations for 
appointment as Provisional Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Regular Army. The exami- 
nations were exceedingly stiff and included 
plane geometry, trigonometry, general his- 
tery, algebra, geography, English and 
American literature, and various other 
subjects. I received notification that I 
hnd passed them with a general average 
of 90 and that I would be forwarded my 
commission as seon as 4 Vacancy OC- 
curred. In the meantime I was receiving 
training as a candidate for commission at 
Plattsburg. Upon the advice of a friend, 
I. declined commission as captain in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps (such a& commis- 
sion being good for duration of war only) 
as | wanted te make the Army my ci- 
reer and did not want to take any chances 
in muddling things by accepting a Re- 
verve commission before my Regular 
Army Commission came thru. I at last 
received the « latter, dated October 26, 
1917, and was given a definite place on 
the Regular Army promoition list as it 
then existed. In the meantime a number 
of officers who had taken the Provisional 
examinations with me, and failed, were 
commissioned in the Reserve Corps from 
the Training Camps, their Reserve com- 
missions dating from August 15, 1917. 

In 1918; due to casualties among the 
2nd and ist lieutenants in France the 
examinations for appointment as Pro 
visienal 2nd Lieutenant were practically 
waived and the burs placed so low that a 
number of those who previously failed 
to measure up to the required standard 
were accepted. Most of these received 


-provisional commissions in the Regular 


Army dated on or about May 1, 1918. They 
took their places on the promotion list 
a thousand files or more below me since 
their commission in the permanent es- 
tablishment was dated eight or nine 
months after mine. The Government 
contracted with me and all the rest of 
these on the promotion list of the Regular 
Army that we would not lose our plices, 
or lowe files, except thru our own mis- 
conduct or neglect and the sentence of a 
General Court-Martial, But, under the 
provisions of the Act of June 30, 1922, 
which created a new promotion list, a 
single list, based on the principle of pro- 
motion by seniority of commissioned serv 
ice, these new provisionals were credited 
with all their commissioned service, in the 


Reserve Corps or the National Guard. 


Most of them were credited with the com- 
missioned service they had between 
August 15, 1917, and October 26, 1917, less 
than three months, but representative of 
ten years difference on the promotion list. 

The grievance of the officers in my 
class is this—that once having been given 
a definite place on the promotion list as 
Provisional Second Lieutenants, preperly 
ahead of those who only became Regular 
Army Officers months after we did, we 
were then displaced and newer Pro- 
visionals placed thousands of files ahead 
of us on the promotion list. For exam. 
Te, one present captain was a very low 
ranking lieutenant when I was a perma 
nent captain in the Regular Army. Now 
I am a demoted captain, far down on the 
list of lieutenants, while he is a fairly 
high-ranking permanent captain. Yet he 
was not commissioned originally in the 
Regular Army until eight or nine months 
after 1 was. 

The General Staff's argument, in op 
posing any change in the present promo- 
tion list is that to do justice to one group 
of officers would make another group dis- 
gruntied. That argument does not hold 


amuch water. 


Il have spoken of only one phase of the 
injustice done a certain class of us. Let 
me touch on another. In 1919, there was 
a certain sergeant in my battalion. We 
are now serving in the same infantry. He 
is one of the high-ranking captains and I 
ama leutenant. He was an enlisted man 
sergeant-major until the 15th of October, 
1920. Up to that time he had never served 
a.day as a commissioned officer in the 
Regular Army nor had he any place what- 
foever on the prometien list, altho be 
had served as a temporary officer in the 
National. Army d@uring the war. I oc- 
eupied a place on the promotion list four 





DEFAMING THE REGULAR ARMY. 
Editor: 

The following letter was sent by me to 
the Saturday Evening Post anent certain 
stories they have run: 

I cannot help wondering if the Satur- 
day Evening Post would be interested in 
the reactions of one Regular Army officer 
to the short stories of Ared White, two 
of Which I have read in your magazine. 
Let me preface my remarks by saying 
that I have been brought up in an atmos- 
phere of respect for the career of a sol- 
dier—my family have been for generations 
in service in the armies of France and 
Ehgland, that I have had the honor of 
serving for eight years in the New York

In his latest effort, “Martinet,”’ how- 
ever, Mr. White (now turned doughboy), 
has painted so horrible a caricature of 
the Regular Army officer in his Colonel 
Closney, that the intent to defame cannot 
be missed. [ cannot help asking a dis- 
passionate comparison of this author's 
work with that of Mr. William Haslett 
Upsen, much as I regret coupling Mr. Up- 
son's name with that of Ared White. Mr. 
Upson, who himself served as an enlisted 
man during the war, has struck abselutely 
the point of view of the “buck private.” 
His commentaries on the short-comings of 
officers are delicious, and reflect the en- 
listed man's viewpoint. What is more, 
they ring true. 

There were incompetents in the army, 
both professional and amateur, and there 
are doubtless still some, despite the. efforts 
of “Class B" beards. “To err is human”, 
and even the Twelve Apostles had their 
Judas. However, where incompetence 
shows itself it receives short shrift, in 
peace and war. I saw many heads fall 
during the war, beth regular and tempo- 
rary—cood men, some of them, whose 
hearts were broken when stress of circum- 
stances forced them into positions in which 
they were found wanting: others, going 
down through their own gross misdeeds 
invariably, if they held temporary com- 
missions, saved their face by laying their 
dowfall to “Regular Army jealousy.” I 
feel that if Mr. White is not A RED 
he must belong to the disgruntled ones 
who vent their bitterness by casting con- 
tinual aspersions upon the Regular. 

I trust that I have not bored you. I 
believe that an investigation into Mr. Ared 
White's army career, if he had one, might 
be of interest to you in the future.

THE RUDE MILITIA. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

My this means the writer desires to cal! 
to the attention of the subscribers and 
readers of the “Army and Navy Journal” 
an article appearing in the June issue of 
“Harpers Magazine” entitled “The Rude 
Militia” by Stuart Rose. 

The article is predicated with an excerpt 
from Dryden's poem: 

“And raw in fields the rude militia 
swarms, 

Mouths without hands; maintained at vast 

expense, 

In peace a charge, in war a weak defense; 
Steut once a month they march, a bluster- 

ing band, 

And ever but in times of need at hand.” 

Commenting upon the poem, the author 
says: “Since John Dryden gave voice to 
the above-quoted sentiment there has heen 
surprisingly littl change in the conduct 
of things military. The militia, worse 
luck, is still with us. And while stronger 
numerically—hence politically—than dur 
ing the seventeenth century, it has kept 
up admirably its traditional record of in 
efficiency. 

“Bodies of militia, the world over, are 
practicaily identical—amateur seldiers, of- 
ficered by politicians and popinjays. The 
essential difference between the poet's 
“blustering band" and our own National 
Guard lies in the performance by the lat- 
ter organization of a weekly rather than 
a monthly exercise. Still they swarm. 
They remain raw. They are exceedingly 
expensive.” 

_The article is very well written, so far 
as its grammatical vernacular is con- 
cerned and the greatest score that is made 
by the author is in making known his 
personal grievances which, of course, are 
as infinitesimal as his apparent impor- 
tance in either civil or military life. Be 
that as it may, he has given entree for a 
very serious alleged indictment against our 
militia and the War Department should 
take cognizance of the accusations and 
through their effective medium, acquaini 
the public with the actual facts, which are 
contrary to those stated in the article. 

AS a reserve officer,.I sense it to be my 
personal duty to keep myself posted as to 
the accomplishments of our military es- 
tablishment, which is divided into three 
categories, namely, the active Regular 
Army officers, the National Guard, and the 
Organized Reserve, with a view of study- 
ing the requirements and as a civilian, 
use my influence with my fellow citizens 
in creating a sentiment favoring the pro- 
posals of the War. Department to Con- 
gress. In other words, the valuable Re- 
serve Officer, in my opinion, is the one 
who acts as a liaison officer between the 
War Department, the voters, and Con- 
gress, not as a politician, not as an in- 
dividual, but by virtue of his position, is 
qualified to render valued service to the 
political constituency and our military es- 
tablishment. 

War may be the dogmatic attitude of 
pacifists, and we must recognize that 
there are a number of them. These facts 
remain undisputed: First, that there is 
not a single treaty, bank charter, corpora- 
tion charter, insurance policy, warranty 
deed, or abstract, that would be worth a 
tinker’s doggone if they were not backed 
up in the final analysis by an effective and 
organized bureau of military defense. 
America is hereditarily a peace-loving na- 
tion; its discovery and development and 
growth is primarily based upon the desire 
of a peace-loving people and nowhere can 
there be found the _§ slightest strain of 
cowardice. The immortal Patrick Henry 
voiced a sentiment that has lived down 
throuhg the ages when he uttered his fa- 
mous speech in which he said, ‘Is life so 
dear or peace so sweet as to be purchased 
at the price of chains and slavery? For- 
bid it, almighty Ged! I knew not what 
course others may take; but as for me, 
give me liberty or give me death,” and as 
sure as the night and day, this is true 
now, as it was then. The minute that our 
national defense system ever becomes 
weakened to a point below the average of 
the military strength of other nations, 
this country, will suffer as it has never 
suffered before.

ARMY AND NAVY ESTIMATES PREPARED. 

Secretary Davis and Secretary Wilbur will transmit to the Direetor of the Budget 
next week the tentative estimates for the expenses of the Army and the Navy and 
Marine Corps during the next fiscal year. 

These estimates will be considered by General Lord, Director of the Budget, and 
he will then advise the War and Navy Departments of the amounts which will be al- 
lowed to each of them in the budget to be presented to Congress. 

The heads of the respective branches of the two Departments submitted the esti- 
mates for their needs some weeks ago: These have been carefully studied by the 
Budget Committee of the General Staff and the Budget authorities in the Navy Depart- 
ment. There have been examination and reexamination and the final figures are now 
before the two Secretaries for their approval. The estimates ure based upon the pres- 
ent strength of the Army and the Navy and Marine Corps. It is not believed they dif- 
fer to any important extent from the estimates submitted to the Congress at the begin- 
ning of the last session. The new Air bili contains an item authorizing the President 
to submit an estimate for he increease of the Air force, both in personnel and mate 
rial, and it is expected that something in this connection will be submitted as absolutely 


essential. 





URGE JAMES FOR MILITARY CHAIRMANSHIP. 

Because of the splendid leadership he displayed in the work of the House Military 
Affairs Committee during the last session of Congress, a movement is under way to 
bring about the election of Hon. W. Frank James; of Michigan, as Chairman of the 
Committee. Due to the enforced absence of Chairman Morin, the direction of the work 
of the Committee devolved upon Mr. James, and he handled the numerous and diffi- 
cult questions which had to be decided to the satisfaction not only of the Committee 
but of the Secretary of War and, among others, those who were particularly earnest 
in their advocacy of a Department of National Defense or a separate Air Department. 
The passage of the Army Air Corps bill through the House practically without debate 
is cited as an instance of the great confidence which that Chamber has in the Michi- 
gan Congressman. The Military Committee itself gave expression to its appreciation 
of Mr. James’ work by the adoption at its last meeting of the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That there is hereby expressed the great confidence the members of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, House of Repretentatives, have in the integrity. 
ability and qualities of leadership of Hon. W. Frank James, of Michigan, who, during a 
part of the present session of Congress, has been called upon to perform the very exact- 
ing duties of Acting Chairman. 

“With the strictest attention to duty, with a fine spirit of cooperation with fellow- 
members, and a keen sense of justice, he has presided in a manner which has inspired 
every member of the committee with an especial interest and enthusiasm in the com- 
mittee activities 

“Not only has he demonstrated an ability to bring harmony in the Committee, but 
his dynamic leadership and intelligent cooperation has extended to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, leading to the establishment of a splendid record in the passage of com- 
mittee measures, and the favorable consideration of many long-standing bills of inter- 
est und importance to individual members. 

“We desire to express further, that at no time, in our opinion, has there been 
closer cooperation between the officials of the War Department and the committee upon 
the legislative needs of that Department, very largely, if not entirely, due to the capa- 
ble management of Mr. James as Acting Chairman. 

“Be it further resolved, That a copy of this resdlution be handed to Mr. James, 
and a copy spread upon the minutes of the Committee.”

COMPTROLLER SAYS HE IS INFALLIBLE 

The Comptroller General in a dectsion this week states, in effect, that he cannot 
possibly make a mistake when deciding claims and that it is useless for the claimants 
to try to dispute his assertion. The announcement follows: 

“When a decision has been rendered by this office on a question presented for con 
sideration and it appears that the conclusions reached were in accordance with the law 
and facts presented and no new material evidence has been submitted, a reconsider- 
ation of the action taken will be denied. This office will not lend itself to the prolonga- 
tion of matters once decided by reconsidering its former action unless it clearly and 
unequivocally appears that all material facts were not presented at the time the prior 
decision was rendered.” 





FLEET STAFF ORGANIZATION TO CHANGE 
When Adml. C. F. Hughes, U. S.. N., assumes command of the U. S. Fleet on Sep- 
tember 4, there will be numerous changes in the staff organization of the U. S. Fleet, 
since most of Adml. Robinson's staff will be assigned to shore duty, having served the 
required three year period at sea.

N. J. N. G. UNIT REFUSES TO PARADE,- 

For the second time within a few weeks a New Jersey National Guard ‘unit has 
refused to turn out for parade when a request to do so was made by the commanding 
officer. The first instance of such enthusiastic adherence to duty came to light when 
Company G, 113th Regiment, N. J. N. G., stationed at Hackensack, refused to parade 
on Memorial Day. When the press made unfavorable comment on their action, most 
of the members of the company agreed to “turn out”. 

The second company to refuse to parade is Company C, 104th Engineers, of Ber- 
genfield, N. J. In each instance, the reason for not parading was given as the disin- 
clination of the men to miss part of the two-day holiday. Citizens of Dumont and Ber- 
genfield were almost bitter in their denunciation of the unit when word was received 
that the Guard, the only military organization in the cities, had refused to occupy the 
place of honor immediately behind the colors. The route of the parade was only about 
a half mile long. 

As parades are purely local affairs, the Militia Bureau has no control over such 
activities. The custom in such cases seems to be for the commander of the company 
to put the question squarely up to his men.

OFFICERS BOOMED FOR ANDREWS’ POST. 

The rumor that Lt. Col. Lincoln C. Andrews, U. 8S. A., Ret., ‘Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury in charge of the Coast Guard and Prohibition Enforcement, -will resiga 
in the Fall, presumably around September 1, has led to considerable speculation in Gov- 
ernment and Service circles as to his successor, should he do so. 

lt is thought that a retired Army or Navy Officer will be named to succeed him, 
since the Administration is said to be well pleased at the progress Colonel Andrews, @ 
retired Army officer, made despite inadequate assistance in the way of legislation. 

In New York, Maj. Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commander of the 27th (N, Y. N. G.) Divi- 
sion A. E. F., is being prominently mentioned for the post, but General O'’Ryan has 
denied any intention of accepting if offered. 

The. selection of Lt. Comdr. John D, Pennington, U. 8S. N., Ret., for Prohibition 
Enforcement Director for Pennsylvania has been taken in some quarters as an indf- 
cation that he is being groomed for Andrews’ place, should the latter resign His 
record from now to September will decide his possible selection; it is said. : 

Comdr. Pennington Was born in Mt. Morris, N. Y. He enlisted in the Navy in 
1897 and served as an enlisted man for about 17 years, being commissioned an ensign 
in 1914. He served during the World War at the Naval Base at Brest, France, and 
with the forces afloat and was awarded the Navy Cross with the following citation: 

“For distinguished service in the line of his profession in command of the U.S. S. 
Carola 1V, and the Naval Barracks at Brest. Starting with nothing more than a mere 
building, he, by his individual efficiency and energy fitted out these barracks, which he 
commanded until the expiration of the war.

ENFORCEMENT OF THE AVIATION LAWS: 

The Army, the Navy and Marine Corps will extend a hearty welcome to the new 
Assistant Secretaries of War and Navy who will assume within a few days charge of 
Aviation in the respective Services. The tasks confided to them will be of no mean im- 
portance. It will be their vusiness, in coordination with the Aviation Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, and the National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics, to devise 
means to foster and promote progress in the air, to encourage airplane and dirigible 
factory development, and above all suv to conduct the enforcement of the laws as to 
assure the most harmonious cooperation between the different branches of the Services. 
From our knowledge of the qualifications of Mr. Davison and Mr. Warner, we believe 
they will make good, and from our appreciation of the loyalty which the Services ever 
have to their chiefs it goes without saying that they will help them to make good. 
This attitude on the part of the Services will be in spite of the retention of views which 
were expressed when the air controversy was at its height. Many officers are of the 
Opinion that Congress went too far; many that Congress did not go far enough. Obvi- 
ously, the recommendations of the Morrow Board, which were the basis for the laws 
enacted, were a compromise, and that board specifically observed that ‘the fundamental 
problem may not be settled.” But it did call attention to the desirability of an atti- 
tude of conciliation on the part of each side to the conroversy and of the exercise of 
patience in dealing with the problems that exist and those that will arise. Fortunately, 
the personnel of the Services have an intelligent understanding of the situation. It is 
important they should be kept fully informed. If so, an accommodating spirit will de- 
velop, friction will be avoided, and the best results that are possible from the laws will 
be obtained, 

THE GENEVA CONFLICT. 

By direct negotiation, the governments participating in the disarmament agenda 
conference will, during the recess taken, seek to reconcile the fundamentally conflicting 
differences of opinion which have arisen between their representatives at Geneva. 
France and the non-naval nations are pressing the adoption of a rule fixing the total 
naval tonnage of each nation and permitting that nation to determine for itself the 
types of ships it shall maintain within the limit imposed. The delegations of the United 
States and Great Britain, supported by Argentine, Brazil and Chile, contended that the 
principle of the Washington Conference should be applied—comparison by the tonnage 
of classes of ships. Obviously, if the French formula were accepted, France and the 
smaller nations could, for instance, devote all the tonnage allotted to them to sub- 
marines, and thus gain a large preponderance in that type over Great Britain. Natu- 
rally, the latter cannot tolerate anything of the kind, since it would place her at a maini- 
fest disadvantage. Nor would the United States be willing to be placed in the same 
position. A possible enemy might prefer to confine its tonnage entirely to the con- 
struction of fast cruisers which might do irreparable damage to American commerce 
before they were caught and destroyed. It is evident, therefore, that the American 
group cannot reverse the decision of their agents. 

Again, the effort to inject control of the activities of the United States by the 
League of Nations was manifested by the discussion in the Military Committee, which 
contemplated supervision of the disarmament program by an international body—of 
course, the League. Major General Dennis E. Nolan promptly notified the committee 
that the United States would not permit any such supervision and that any treaty it 
signed it would enforce itself and without foreign inspection. In giving the notification, 
General Noland expressed the sentiment of the ove-whelming majority of the American 
people. Neither the Lague nor any other foreign body will be permitted “to supervise” 
our action or procedure. 

As we look back over the development at Geneva we are struck by the selfish policies 
each of the European nations is pursuing, and, the general unwillingness to make any 
concessions which might be advantageous to a possible enemy. Human nature remains 
human nature.

CREDIT WHERE CREDIT IS DUE. 

When the session of Congress closed on Saturday last, there remained pending a 
number of important bills affecting the Services. And yet, to review the work of the 
session, it is apparent that a generous realization of the needs of the Army and the 
Navy and Marine Corps caused action designed to improve conditions and consequently 
to better the morale and efficiency of our arms of national defense. The program 
adopted was inspired very largely by the President and his Secretaries of War and Navy. 
In fact, Messrs. Davis and Wilbur were constantly in touch with the President and 
with the legislative Representatives, and there were numerous conferences, outside of 
the official hearings, which greatly influenced the character of the measures enacted. 
There was the closest cooperation between the administration and the Congress, and this 
situation unquestionably was due to the diplomacy and tact of the two Cabinet officers 
concerned. No summary of the work done would be complete were it to omit a reference 
to Mr. Davis and a reference to Mr. Wilbur, both of whom worked intelligently and 
assiduously for the services which they respectively control. We congratulate the 
President and the Services upon the ability and tact with which the department heads 
hag@dg d the many difficult questions and conflicting personalities, and brought them into 
harnidny with resultant good in the way of legislation. 





DAVIS UPHOLDS MILITARY TRAINING. 

Secretary Davis loses no opportunity to advance the interests of national defense. 
This is a truism, but it is called again to attention by the way in which he is meeting 
pacifist propaganda. A few days ago he contributed to newspapers served by the 
United Press an article showing the purely voluntary character of military training 
and its value to the youth of the Nation. Between 1921 and 1925, he stated that more 
than 217,000 youths applied for admission to the C. M. T. C. The War Department only 
had funds to provide for 127,000. From more than 50 colleges and high schools appli- 
cations have been received for the establishment of a R. O. T. C. unit. Neither the 
personnel nor the financial means are available to permit the granting of these appli- 
cations. 

As the Secretary properly points out the demand comes from the people themselves. 
It is an effective answer to the charge that the War Department is seeking to foist 
military training, if not militarism upon the country. It is apparent that continuous 
presentation of the facts as the Secretary is doing will dispel ignorance; and understand- 
ing is all that is needed to assure the maintenance in full force of the beneficial] training 
provided for by the national defense act.

Col. Charles A. Williams, U. S. A., re- 
tired, veteran Indian fighter .and Philip- 
pine campaigner, died suddenly of heart | 
disease in Washington, D. C., July 4, 19246. 
He had been a resident of Washington 
since his retirement at his own request in 
1911 after more than 40 years’ service. 

Colonel Williams was born in Wheeling, 
W. Va., April 3, 1852, and entered the U. 
S. M. A. Sept. 1, 1870. He was graduated 
and promoted to the Army as second lieu- 
tenant, 2ist U. S. Infantry, June 17, 1874. 
During his active service he took part in 
the Nez Perces campaign. He was twice 
wounded through the arm and leg in the 
battle with Chief Joseph at Clearwater, 
Idaho, on July 11, 1877, and wus breveted 
first lieutenant for his gallant services in 
that action. The War Department has on 
file records of the military 
history of Colonel Williams, which give the 
most flattering recognition hy his superiors 
of his service in each grade from second

NEW ARMY TRUCKS UNDER TRIAL. 

The Infantry is experimenting at Fort 
Benning and at the Tank School, and the 
Ordnanee Department at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Grounds, in an effort to develop some 
type of truck which will be able to go 
direct across country, or at least over 
trails and poor roads, and still make a 
good speed on improved highways. The 
particular design now being experimented 
with has six wheels, the rear four acting 
as driving members. Various size tires 
are being tried out, ws well as rubber 
tracks. It is hoped eventually to com- 
pletely motorize an Infantry regiment, a 
project that has thus far been held up 
because of a lack of funds.
